HAZARDS AFFECTING LAND AREAS 


Heavy Rainfall 

e Today through tomorrow, the trough of Tropical Depression “MARING’” may bring light to moderate with at times 
heaw rains over Eastern Visayas. 

e Underthese conditions, isolated scattered flooding (including flash floods) and rain-induced landslides are possible 
especiallyin areas thatare highly or very highly susceptible to these hazard as identified in hazard maps 


Severe Winds 

Currenttrack and intensity forecastshows thatthere is a moderate to high likelihood that Tropical Cyclone Wind Signals 
(TCWS) willbe hoisted over several provinces in Northern Luzon by late Friday or early Saturday. The highest possible 
wind signal for this tropical cyclone remains TCWS #2. However, due to the uncertainty in the track and intensity forecast 
there is a possibilitythat areas outside Northern Luzon may also be placed under TCWS and that a higher wind signal 
willbe hoisted within the forecast period. 


HAZARDS AFFECTING COASTAL WATERS 


In the next 24 hours, moderate rough seas will prevail over the seaboards of Luzon and the eastern and westem 
seaboards of Visayas and Mindanao. These conditions are riskyfor those using small seacrafts. Mariners are advised to 
take precautionary measures when venturing outto sea and, if possible, avoid navigating in these conditions. 


TRACK AND INTENSITY OUTLOOK 


e The tropical depression will continue moving erratically as it gradually consolidates over the next 24 hours. 
Afterwards, “MARING’” will move north northwestward over the Philippine Sea on Saturday, northwestward on 
Sunday, and west northwestward to westward on Monday through the end of the forecast period. On the forecast 
track, “MARING” may cross the Luzon Strait and pass near or over the localities in Extreme Northern Luzon on 
Monday. 

“MARING” is forecastto remain a tropical depression today through tomorrow. Gradual intensification may take place 
beginning Saturday, with the cyclone being upgraded into a tropical storm during the morning hours. 

There is a moderate to high likelihood that changes maystill occur in the track and intens ity outlook for this tropical 
depression. 





Considering these developments, the public and disaster risk reduction and management offices concerned are advised to 
take all necessary measures to protect life and property. Persons living in areas identified to be highly or very highly 
susceptible to these hazards are advised to follow evacuation and other instructions from local officials. For heavy rainfall 
warnings, thunderstorm/rainfall advisories, and other severe weather information specific to your area, please 
monitor products issued by your local PAGASA Regional Services Division.
